T is hardly poſſible to entertain a more unfavourable 
notion of the heart of man, than that which is con- 
veyed to us in this repreſentation of the conduct of 
the Jews, as it is tranſmitted down to our times in the 
moſt undoubted records of their own nation: T hey were 
under the immediate government of God : they had' had 
very fignal and frequently repeated inſtances of his protec- 
tion. His promiſes to them were exceeding great, and his 
performance, from time to time, ſufficient to keep alive in 
them the firmeſt reliance upon the entire completion of 
thoſe promiſes. His injunctions, it mult be confeffed, were 
calculated to try their fidelity, but the power he had fo 
often ſhewn, and which he had given aſſurances that he 
would ſtill farther exert in their favour, was equally fo 
to ſupport it. . Yet can one believe it, even upon the cre- 
dit of their own report. That every inſtance of God's 
B goodness

*« goodnels ſerved only to unhinge their obedience, and 


« that their neglect of his worſhip and his laws Lept 
pace with his mercy and indulgence to them!“ 


INSENSIBLE however as they were of his mercies, 
they were not ſo hardy as to give no attention to his reſent- 
ment! When He flew them then they ſought Him ! Though 
no ſenſe of paſt loving-Kindneſſes, no hope of future fa- 
vours, could induce them to pay an implicit obedience to 
his will, yet the apprehenſion of impending wrath, the 
dread of judgments ready to be executed upon them, ſoon 


rouz'd them from their lethargy ; and being then con- 
vinced, that no hand was able to deliver them, but that 


which was lifted up againſt them, they ſought him early, 
and enquired after God. This, at leaſt, looked well. 

Here was ſomething like the beginning of a reformation. 

This was a proper ſeaſon to ſow the ſeed of better con- 
duct for the time to come, when, from the ſad experi- 
ence of their former wrong judgment, they were. put 
upon recollecting, That God was their Rock, and that 
« the High God was heir Redeemer.” If in the ſofter 
hours of caſe and ſecurity they had forgot his ſovereignty, 
and their own dependence, and were relaxed from their 
reſolutions of obedience, one might have hoped, that the 
cold hand of adverſity would have brought them back 
inſtantly to a more rigorous ſenſe of their duty, by con- 
vincing them of the immediate neceſſity they were under 
to keep his flatutes, and obſerve his laws. 


Bur however aſtoniſhing it may appear, that all the 


govaneſs of God was too weak to allure them to their duty,

But 
no ſooner was God pleaſed totake off his hand, but, like 
wax melted by the fire, we returned to our former hard- 
neſs, We recovered our ſpirits, and were aſhamed of 
our devotion! Our religion which was but the ſhadow of 
our fear, took leave of us when that did. It came and 
went with it. It had no trace left when that was gone! 
As the morning cloud, as the early dew it paſſed away 1 
And ſo will all religion which ſprings up in no better 
ſoil, which takes no deeper root ! It withereth before it 
be placked up ! Who that remembers the devotion of that 
day, could have perſuaded himſelf, at that time, that it 
would have been fo ſhort-lived—The diſpleaſure of G od 
too ſoon for our Credit, as well as for our 
Virtue—Like headſtrong children we 'took the advantage 
of the nile of our parent, we watched for the relaxation 
of his frown, and did not loſe that firſt opportunity to 
return to our follies !

TrHouGH fear be the leaſt ingenuous ground of re- 
ligion, yet it has ſometimes rouſed-men enough, to make 
them think of laying a better foundation. And if ours had 
laſted long enough to do that, it had ſerved to an excel- 
lent purpoſe. If the ſtrong apprehenſion of God's heavy 
hand had frighted us into a preſent ſenſe of duty and re- 
ſolution of obedience, till a nobler principle could have 
had time to operate, and conſiderations of piety had com- 
pleted, what motives merely of immediate ſafety had be- 
gun—We had not now been reduced to a ſecond Faſt 
after that! This nation might have been as proſperous 
as it had been virtuous ; this day might not have been 
appointed as a day of faſting, but as a day of thankſgiving ! 
And we had been now met, not to deprecate God's wrath, 


but to adore his mercy; not to implore his bleſſing, | 


but to acknowledge it. 


Bor what effect could be netic to flow from ſuch 
an obſervation of a Faſt, as we have, been recolleQing, 
but that which has viſibly followed, the multiplying our 
tranſgreſſions, and the increaſe of our diſtreſs! Was this 
the Faſt that God hath choſen ! It was an abomination, 
even our ſolemn mecting ! "wed 


LET us now conſider before whom we ſtand, and 25 | 


whom we are preſenting our ſupplications ! It is abſurd, . 
it is impious, to preſume that a God of infinite holineſs, 
of infinite truth, wiſdom, Juſtice, can away with a tem- 
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porary ſcene of apparent piety, but of real bien ? Rent 
your hearts. Dwell not in the ſurface of the ordinance! 


But enter into. the ſpirit of it! Are we weak enough to 


imagine that God will be reconciled to us for our fins, 


and be diverted from his purpoſes of taking vengeance 


on us for them, becauſe we eat no meat for à day ! Are 
we ſuperſtitious enough to imagine, that there is any 
hidden charm in the black letter, in which our prayers are 
iſſued from the preſs! Can we have ſo little veneration 
for. the deity, to fancy that the annual repetition of the 
fame words, ſent forth to anſwer indifferently to every 
exigence, can be acceptable to the ear of wiſdom. itſelf. 
If we addreſs our prince on occaſions that are different, 


our addreſs will differ with the occaſion. And dare we 
take mord liberty with the King of kings? I would not 


leflen your deference to authority, but excite your re- 


verence for your Rock and your Redeemer ! That no miſ- 


apprehenſion of any kind may hinder this good work.

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We know what our former Faſts have been! We ſee 
what they have done Continual diflimulation and con- 
tinued diſtreſs!

Are we willing to be made wiſe by the miſcarriage of that 
antient people of God ? The cheapeſt way of buying wil- 
dom at the expence of another's ſuffering. _ ww, 


Ir this be indeed our reſolution, I will compare their 
bleſſings with ours. I will compare their crimes with 
ours; and recollect their puniſhment. That by ſeeing 
what part of it is already come upon us, we may be in- 
duced by ſpeedy and ſteady reformation to exe the reſt. 


THEIR bleſſings were great, he called their fathers 
from idolatry, to the knowledge of himſelf. e brought 
them out of bondage. He led them through the waters, 
and deſtroyed their enemies with the ſea. He extirpated 
the inhabitants of an antient country, and, they took the 
labours of the people in poſſeſſion. He made them lords 
of ſeven kingdoms greater and mightier than they.

tion in its extent to many kingdoms of the earth ; once 
renowned for its religion, libetty, laws, arts, arms and com- 
merce from one ſea to the other, and from the * unto 
the world's end.

As we come not ſhort in our obligations, I wiſh I 
could anſwer alſo for our obedience. But this will be a 
melancholy page. Tis a diſagreeable taſk to probe the 
wounds of my countrymen and brethren.
